NOTES — Ten  members  of  the  Force  died  as  the  result  of  fatal  injuries  sustained  in  the 
performance  of  duty  as  compared  with  eleven  members  for  the  year  1924. 

Five  members  of  the  Force  died  as  the  result  of  gunshot  wounds  sustained  while 
making  arrests  or  shot  by  criminals  being  placed  uuder  arrest  for  serious  crimes. 

Two  members  of  the  Force  died  as  the  result  of  injuries  sustained  by  being  struck 
down  and  run  over  by  automobiles  while  regulating  traffic. 

Two  members  of  the  Force  died  as  the  result  of  injuries  sustained  by  collision  with  a 
tree  and  other  vehicle  while  in  pursuit  of  speeding  automobiles. 

One  member  of  the  Force  died  as  the  result  of  electrocution  caused  by  electric  live  wire 
having  fallen  on  automobile  which  collided  with  telegraph  pole  and  member  of  the  Force 
making  investigation  in  opening  door  of  automobile  received  shock.

Note — In  some  of  the  total  columns  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  number  of  dispositions  is  in  excess  of  the  number  of  complaints  or 
arrests  for  a  given  year.  This  apparent  discrepancy  is  due  to  the  fact  that  a  number  of  cases  of  previous  years  were  disposed  of  intheyear 
in  question,  and  consequently,  included  in  the  total  for  that  year.

The  same  applies  to  all  offenses  regardless  of  the  nature  of  them.  One  of  the  greatest  obstacles  to  make  an  annual  report  balance 
exactly  is  the  frequency  with  which  crimes  have  to  be  re-classified.  Wh  at  appears  to  be  a  simple  assault  finally  has  to  be  entered  on  the 
records  as  a  homicide,  due  to  the  unexpected  death  of  the  victim.  The  same  applies  to  all  offenses,  which  often  change  their  character 
and  seriousness  with  the  accumulation  of  pertinent  evidence. 
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
